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INTRODUCTORY. 


Thk  first  part  of  this  book  is  taken  from  "  Genealogies 
of  the  Families  and  Descendants  of  the  Karly  Settlers  of 
VVatertown,  IMassachusetts,  ipcUiding  Waltham  and  Wes- 
ton ;  to  which  is  appended  the  earl}'  history  of  the  town  ; 
with  Ilhistrations,  Maps,  and  Notes,  by  Henry  Bond,  M.  D.

"  In  England  and  her  colonies  the  Julian  Calendar  was 
retained  until  175c,  when  the  Gregorian  Calendar,  or  New 
Style,  was  adopted  by  an  act  of  Parliament.  In  15S:',  Pope 
Gregory  dropped  ten  days  from  the  Julian  Calendar.  The 
year  1700  was  a  leap  year  according  to  the  Julian  (O.  S.) 
calendar,  and  not  according  to  the  Gregorian  (N.  S.)  calen- 
dar, thus  increasing  the  difference  to  eleven  days.  We 
have  inserted  dates  as  tlioy  are  fmind  in  the  ancient  rec- 
ords, without  altering  them  so  as  to  correspond  with  the 
New  Style.  In  order  to  make  the  dates  previous  to  1752 
correspond  with  the  New  Style,  it  is  necessary  to  add  10 
to  dates  of  days  between    1600  and   1700,  and   ir  to  the 
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dates  between  1700  and  1752.  Thus:  Watertown  Church 
was  organized  July  28,  1630,0.  S.,  which  would  be  August 
7th,  N.  S.  According  to  the  Julian  Calendar,  or  Old 
Style,  the  year  began  March  25th,  and  the  same  days, 
between  January  ist  and  March  25th,  belonged  to  different 
years  in  the  old  and  new  styles.  This  occasioned  double 
dating."  Thus:  Jonathan  Coolidge, /'.  March  10,  1646-7 
(or  164I;'),  means  1646  Old  Style,  or  1647  New  Style.  By 
recurring  to  §  57,  p.  1000,  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  the  rec- 
ords of  Watertown  previous  to  164S,  the  year  was  consid- 
ered as  beginning  on  the  ist  of  March,  but  not  after  that 
dale. 

Under  the  same  Roman  numerals  arc  included  the  peo- 
ple of  the  same  generation.

It  is  sup])osed  tliat  ihe  name  Coo!iifi;c  may  liave  been  derived  from 
ihe  village  of  Cadinr^,  or  CoiuliHi;,  in  Suffolk,  England,  on  the  borders 
of  Cambridgeshire.  Probably  Collins  came  from  the  same  source. 
There  being  no  fixed  way  of  spelling  names  in  former  days,  people 
writing  tlicm  as  they  sounded  to  the  ear,  the  name  has  been  spelled 
at  different  periods,  Couling,  C\illinge,  Colynge,  CuUidge,  Coledge, 
Cowlidge,  Cooledge,  Coollidge,  etc.,  and  Coolidge.

His  residence  (homestall)  in  1642  was  bounded  on  the  N.  bv  Cam- 
bridge lin.-,  \V.  by  Wm.  V.iinc.  l',.  by  D,tvid  iM.ske,  and  S.  by  liigh- 
way  to  the  pond.

Page  1C5:  "Grace,  widow  of  Kogcr  Porter,  in  her  will,  proved 
1662,  nienlions  John  Coolidge  as  her  brother.  IV'iha])s  she  used  the 
term  only  to  denote  Christian  affection." 

In  the  will  of  John  Coollidge,  dated  Nov.  19,  1681,  he  names  all  hi.s 
sons  but  Obadiah,  who  died  iCrij,  prol.'ably  uiimariied.  Me  mentions 
his  granddaughters,  Sarah  and  .Mary  Mi\er.  Date  of  will,  Nov.  i>), 
i''>Sl;  proved  June  iC',  1691.

Marguerite  Olivier  w.is  the  daughter  of  Anthoiiie  Olivier,  a  French 
Huguenot,  wlio,  willi  Iiis  relatives  of  the  Segourne  and  Ciennaine  funi- 
ilics,  emliarl<ed  at  La  Koclielle  for  New  England,  in  consequence  of 
the  revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes  in  1^1X5. 

He  moved  from  lloston  to  Port  l\oyaI  (y\nnapolis),  Nova  Scotia, 
and  after  a  few  year.s  returned  to  llo.s'.on. 

The  lirst  volume  of  his  French  Dible,  containing  tlie  names  of  his 
fifteen  children,  is  in  the  IJoston  Athenajuni,  to  whicli  it  was  given  by 
Elisha  Sigournoy,  July  16,  i,Sio.    It  was  printed  in  Paris  in  mdclxxv. 

Marguerite  Olivier  was  married  tliree  times:  At  the  age  of  20,  (i) 
Nov.  18,  I74''i,  Josepli  Coolidgc,  "f  I'.nston,  wlio  died  Sept.  14.  1771: 
at  tlie  age  0149,  (;)  Dec.  26,  1775,  "  Ciii.  Israel  Jcnnison  of  A\'or' 
cesler  iv:  iM.irgaret  Conlidge  ol  I'.oston  I-iesident  in  Lancaster."  Capt. 
Israel  Jcnnison,  cl.  lice.  19  1  7S2  ;  his  widow  was  56  years  old;  she 
afterwards  married,  (3)  tlie  Rev.  Joseph  Wlieeler,  of  Worresler,  grad- 
uate Harvard  College,  1757,  r/.  1793.

After  the  death  of  Joseph 
Coolidge,  iS/g,  his  heirs,  Mrs.  Ellen  K.  Duight,  Mr.  J.  Randolph 
Coolidge,  Dr.  Algernon  Coolidge,  and  iMr.  T.  Jefferson  Coolidge, 
offered  the  desk  to  the  United  States,  considering  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  State,  where  the  original  Declaration  of  Independence  was 
kept,  wa.s  the  fittest  place  for  it. 
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It  was  a  little  writing-desk  three  inches  high.  Upon  it  was  the  fol- 
lowing inscription,  which  l\Ir.  Jefferson  had  written  himself  and  placed 
upon  it  :  — 

"  Thomas  Jefferson  gives  this  writing-desk  to  Joseph  Coolidge,  Jr., 
as  a  memorial  of  affection.  It  was  made,  from  a  drawing  of  his  own, 
by  Benjamin  Randall,  cabinet  maker  of  Philadelphia,  witli  whom  he 
first  lodged  on  his  arrival  in  that  city  in  May,  1776,  and  is  the  identi- 
cal one  on  which  he  wrote  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  Politics, 
as  well  as  religion,  has  its  superstitions.  Those  gaining  strength 
with  time  may  one  day  give  imaginary  value  to  this  relic  for  its  asso- 
ciation with  the  birth  of  the  great  charter  of  our  independence. 

"  Monticello,  Nov.  iS,  1825." 

It  was  presented  to  Congress  on  August  22,  i.SSo,  by  the  Hon. 
Robert  C.  Winthrop.    Both  houses  tc ok  formal  notice  of  the  gift. 

Two  copies  of  the  desk  v/ere  authorized  to  be  made,  one  for  the 
Hon.  Robert  C.  Winthrop,  and  the  other  for  the  Hon.  John  Randolph 
Tucker,  of  Virginia,  in  consideration  of  their  part  in  the  matter. 

Not  long  after,  a  number  of  copies  of  it  were  made  in  the  cabinet 
shop  of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  distributed  around.
